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(54) KEYBOARD 
(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a keyboard which 
allows weights to be easily mounted and allows a touch 
weight to be easily regulated while using a substitutive 
material in place of lead as the material of the weights. 
SOLUTION: This keyboard has a freely oscillatable keyboard 
body 2 formed with embedment holes 9 and the weights 4 
which are composed of elastic composite materials formed 
by blending a material exclusive of lead and an elastic 
material at a prescribed compounding ratio and having a 
prescribed specific gravity and are freely attachably and 
detachably mounted at the keyboard body 2 by press fitting 
the same into the embedment holes 9.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] laying under the ground — it constitutes from elastic composite material which blended 
mutually the material and the spring materials other than lead with the keyboard main part which can be 
rocked in which the hole was formed, by the predetermined blending ratio of coal and which has 
predetermined specific gravity — having — the aforementioned laying under the ground — the keyboard 
characterized by having the weight attached in the aforementioned keyboard main part free [ attachment 
and detachment ] by pressing fit in a hole 

[Claim 2] The keyboard according to claim 1 characterized by for material other than the 
aforementioned lead consisting of powdery tungstens, and the aforementioned spring material consisting 
of rubber. 

[Claim 3] The aforementioned weight is a keyboard according to claim 1 or 2 characterized by 
consisting of two or more kinds of weights which blended the material and the aforementioned spring 
materials other than the aforementioned lead by the mutually different blending ratio of coal, and which 
have mutually different specific gravity.
